2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for a patent.

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000.

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3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) and 102(e) as being I' Anson 
et al. (I' Anson) Pub. No. 2002/0054150. 

4. As to claim 1 , 1' Anson teaches the invention as claimed, including an information 
processing system, comprising: 

a client section which includes a transmitting unit which transmits user 
information (page 5, paragraphs [0058 - 0059]); and 

a server section including a determining unit which determines, based on the 
user information, Web address information to be provided to the client section from the 
server section (page 5, paragraphs [0059 - 0060]; page 7, paragraph [0067]). 

5. As to claims 2 and 5-7, I' Anson teaches the determining unit includes a 
database that stores the user information of the client section and the Web address 
information to be provided to the client section, the user information and the Web 
address information being associated with each other, and the server section refers to 
the database each time the server section receives the user information from the client 
section, acquires the Web address information associated with the received user 
information, and transmits the acquired Web address information to the client section; 
the database stores user information identifying users who use the client section in 
associate with Web address information provided for each of the users; the database 
stores user information identifying the client in associate with Web address information 
provided for the client; the database stores user information formed by classifying users 
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who use the client section into classes in associate with Web address information 
provided for each class (pages 5-6, paragraphs [0054 - 0056, 0063]). 

6. As to claims 3 and 8, I' Anson teaches the transmitting unit forms a local area 
network with the server section, transmits the user information to the server section 
through the local area network, and acquires the Web address information from the 
server section; wherein the server section transmits, over the local area network formed 
with the client section, a beacon in which a URL address is dynamically changed in 
accordance with the user information acquired from the client section (page 6, 
paragraph [0064]). 

7. As to claim 4, 1' Anson teaches a Web browser that accesses a Web page via the 
Internet, and accesses the Web page using the Web address information received from 
the server section (page 7, paragraph [0067]). 

8. As to claim 9, 1' Anson teaches wherein the client section communicates with the 
server section via a radio (page 5, paragraph [0058]). 

9. Claims 10-17 have similar limitations as claims 1-9; therefore, they are rejected 
under the same rationale.
